TOWN WARRANT. 


THE STATE OF NEw HAMPSHIRE. ° 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, 
County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Childs’ Opera 
House in said town, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act on 
the following subjects: 

1. To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Highway Agent and Town Clerk for the ensuing 
year, Trustee of the Fuller Public Library for the two en- 
suing years, and all other necessary town officers or agents 
for the ensuing year. 

2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Town Treasurer and Tax Collector to the Town Auditors, 
the reports of the Auditors, Agents, Committees or other 
town officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to meet the current expenses of the town and apply upon 
the principal and interest of the town debt, or pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

4. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the building and repairing highways, bridges and 
culverts. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for 
school purposes. other than that required by law, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money, not to exceed seventy-five dollars ($75.00) for Sen- 
ator Grimes Post, G. A. R., to be used Memorial Day. 
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“7. To see if the town will vote to continue the present 
laws in force prohibiting cattle and horses from running at 
large in the highways. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for 
the support of the Fuller Public Library, or pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

9. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the amount of money necessary to secure State aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways, under the law 
passed at the January Session, 1905. 


10. ‘To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the bequest made to said town by Section 1 of the will of 
James A. Tuttle, late of Antrim, N. H., deceased, which 
section reads as follows: “1st. I give and bequeath to the 
Town of Hillsborough, in said County of Hillsborough, the 
sum of Two Hundred Dollars, the income of the same to be 
used by said town annually in the care and maintenance 
of the James M. Tuttle burial lot at Pine Hill Cemetery, so 
called, at Hillsborough Lower Village, in said town of 
Hillsborough,” and pass any vote relating thereto. 


11. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to extend the present contract with the Hillsborough 
Electric Light and Power Company for the period of five 
years, or pass any vote relating thereto. 


12. To see if the town will vote to extend the electric 
light system, to include Hillsborough Upper Village or 
other sections of the town, or pass any vote relating 
thereto. : 


13. Tosee if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen each year until further action be taken, to take 
care of the several cemeteries in town not otherwise pro- 
vided for, or appoint special committees for the care of our 
cemeteries, raise money therefor, or pass any vote relating 
thereto. 
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14. ‘To see if the town will vote to extend Whittemore 
street to Holman street, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

15. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provis- 
ions of Chap. 124, Public Statutes, relating to a license for 
junk dealers. 

16. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxa- 
tion for a term of ten years any new manufacturing estab- 
lishment and the capital used in operating the same, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

17. To transact any other business that may igeally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 


For the Year Ending Feb, 15, 1906. 


To THE CITIZENS OF HILLSBOROUGH: 


In submitting our annual report, it is gratifying to be 
able to show a substantial reduction of the town debt. Be- 
sides the actual reduction of $2582.31 shown in this report, 
the school districts have more money in their treasuries 
than usual, and the town has raised and set aside the sum 
of $1864.50 for permanent road improvement. By the law 
passed at the January session, 1905, the town is entitled to 
state aid to the amount of $466.00. There is therefore ‘in 
the town treasury and the state treasury $2330.50 which 
must be expended for permanent highway improvement in 
Hillsboro. This money was not expended under state su” 
pervision in 1905 for the following reasons:—First: The 
state engineer was able to attend to the letting of contracts 
in only a small proportion of thetowns of the state. Sec- 
ond: He estimated that he could do work to the value of 
from two to three hundred dollars more if he could use the 
appropriations of two years in a single contract than he 
could by letting one contract in 1905 and another in 1906. 
Third: Hillsboro is by the method adopted, able to profit 
by the experience of other towns. As the amount required 
to be raised each year for permanent road improvement is 
based on the town’s valuation the previous year, it is possi- 
ble to give the exact figures as to the money that Hillsboro 
must set aside in 1906. ‘The amount is $1251.00, and this 
added to $2330.50 gives $3581.50, the minimum amount of 
money that the town can use for permanent highway im-

provement in 1906. If the voters decide to again qualify 
for state aid an additional sum of $625.50 must be raised, 
andthe town would receive state aid to the amount of 
$469.00. Hillsboro would then have $4676.00 for perma- 
nent road improvement. It is for the voters to decide 
whether they will expend $3581.50 under state supervision 
or will increase this sum to $4676.00. 

The sidewalks are in much better condition than they 
were one year ago. One-half mile of plank sidewalk has 
been replaced with concrete, one-fifth of a mile of old con- 
crete has been recovered, one-sixth of a mile of plank side- 
walk has been relaid with new lumber and one-fifth of a 
mile of plank sidewalk has been relaid with old planks, 
making over a mile of sidewalk that has been greatly im- 
proved. Asthe advance in the price of lumber is out of 
proportion to the advance in wages, it has been found pro- 
fitable to cut off the ends of old plank and relay them on 
some streets where this would not have been justifiable a 
few years ago. Ifthe present price of lumber continues, 
the plank sidewalks must in a few years be replaced with 
either gravel or concrete. While the amount expended is 
slightly in excess of the thousand dollars appropriated, it 
is less than the appropriation and the contributions. re- 


ceived from residents on School and Walnut streets. A 
much smaller sum would keep the walks in a fair condition 
for another year, but it will take about the same amount as 
expended last year to make the necessary repairs and sub- 
stitute concrete for one-half mile of plank sidewalk. 

The town debt has been reduced by paying notes. 
Principal has been paid to the amount of $4132.16. Fif- 
teen hundred dollars has been hired, leaving the outstand- 
ing notes smaller by $2632.16 than they were one year ago. 
Over half the money now in the treasury represents liabili- 
ties upon which the town is likely to be called upon for 
payments early in the present fiscal year. For this reason 
a larger surplus has been allewed: to remain in the treasury 
than usual.

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TRUST FUNDS. 


The following are the Trust Funds held by the town. 
We have obtained a certified copy of the clause of each will 
in which the bequest was. made, showing the conditions 
under which they were received. By request of the Com- 
mittee raised for this purpose the Selectmen have given the 
town notes payable to the order of the Selectmen for each 
_ bequest not already made promissory. 
¢2000.00. Extract from will of Mark W. Fuller. 


Article 4th. I give and bequeath to the town of Hillsbo- 
rough Two Thousand Dollars ($2000) to be by said 
town invested as they may deem proper, upon the two 
following conditions, viz:—First, that the said town 
shall yearly expend for the benefit of ‘said town and its 
inhabitants, an amount of money equal to the income 
of this said bequest, the question as to the way and 
manner in which it shall be expended to be decided by 
a vote of the town at any legal meeting, and, Second, 
that the said town shall forever keep in good and suit- 
able repair and condition the “Fuller Plat” in the 
cemetery in said town between the “Upper” and 
“Tower” Villages, and I hereby order and direct my 
said executrix to pay the same or said sum over to said 
town as soon as may be after my decease and upon the 
town accepting the same, upon the stated conditions, 
otherwise, I order the said sum to be paid to my 
nephew, Wirt X. Fuller of Boston, Mass. 

Accepted by town, March 13, 1877; received in year 
1877. 
¢1000.00. Extract from will of Sarah C. Fuller. 

Article 4. I give and bequeath unto the town of Hillsbo- 

rough, One Thousand Dollars for the “Fuller Library” 
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established in said town, it being subject to the same 
conditions from said town that the late Mark W. Fuller 
bequest to said town was and is, excepting that the 
first Selectman of said town shall visit the ‘Fuller 
Plat” four times a year forever.

Article 1st. I give to the town of Goffstown and the town 
of Hillsborough (this state) One Hundred Dollars, 
each, the interest to be appropriated for all future time 
to keeping my lots and stones in the cemeteries of said 
towns in good condition.

REPORT OF 
THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


For Special School District, 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1906. 


To the Voters of the Special School District : 


In submitting our annual report, we are gratified to re- 
port the schools in a flourishing condition. 

The only change in our teaching force at the begin- 
ning of the year was in the first grade, primary, Miss Pierce 
asking for a leave of absence and Mrs. Scruton, a former 
teacher in our schools, taking her place. | 

At the last annual meeting, it was recommended that a 
male teacher be employed for the grammar room and $250 
extra was appropriated for that purpose. Several things 
convinced the board that it was not time or for the best in- 
terests of the school to make this change. The number in 
the grammar room would be small, the [X grade numbering 
only ten. The board sent out notice of the intended 
change, but did not receive a single application and only 
one recommendation for the position of male teacher in IX 
grade, so had a very limited list to select from. As Miss 
McFadden had done excellent work in this room the pre- 
vious year, it was thought best to retain her services and 
the $250 remains unexpended. 

At the opening of the fall term, grade IV was unusual- 
ly large and made the room in charge of Miss Powell too 


46 
crowded. ‘This was easily remedied by putting grade IX 
into the small hall in charge of Miss Harlow and moving 
the grades along one down to the IV, leaving all the rooms 
in very comfortable condition. 

The Marion A. Moore fund, which was originally 
¢1000, is now $469.30. . At the annual meeting of March 
23, 1891, the following resolve was passed: “Resolved that 
the bequest of Miss Moore be known as the Marion A. 
Moore fund; the income only to be used by the board of 
education for the benefit of the High School.” A part of 
this fund was used to fit up the present laboratory a num- 
ber of years ago, but nothing has been taken from it for 
some time. ‘The board is of the opinion that if this could 
in time be restored to its original amount and only the in- 
come used, the name of its generous donor would be better 
perpetuated. 

We would extend to the citizens of the district our 
hearty thanks for their liberal aid and kindly support, not 
a single complaint coming to the board for the year.
